Michael Goodwin, one of the strik- 


ing polishers at the "Wehrle foundry, 
was shot and instantly killed Tuesday 
night shortly after

o'clock, by an unknown foreigner. 


John A. Marker, a molder, who has 


been employed as a bartender in a 


a Hungarian boarding house in West 
Newark told the police that he could 
find one of the men 
who did the 


shooting. As an interpreter and guide 
the man led the officers to his house 
and Steve Nyork was placed under ar- 
rest. The two were taken direct to 
the county jail. This was done by the 
orders of Chief of Police Sheridan as 
a precaution against a possible out- 
break as the feeling was very high 
against the men. 


At the jail the Chief interviewed 


Nyork through the interpreter, and 
learned that he was one <jf the men 
who sought refuge in the house of 
Fred Beutlich, and was therefore im- 
plicated in the shooting. The man ad- 
mitted having been in the house, but 
denied all knowledge of the shooting. 
When asked the question: "What did 
you do with your gun?" he shrugged 
his shoulders and replied, "Me no got 
no gun." 


The officers are satisfied that Nyork 


is one of the men implicated though it 
is thought that the man who is still at 
large did the shooting. 
The second 


man is John Poicek and his where- 
abouts are unknown. 


A special detail of police was kept 


in West Newark during the night to 
prevent any outbreak which might oc- 
cur. It was feared that more trouble 
might arise but the entire night was 
very quiet.

POSTMORTEM EXAMINATION. 


A postmortem evammation 
was 


held on the body of Michael Goodwin 
at McGonagle's undertaking rooms at 
10 o'clock Wednesday morning by Drs. 
C. F. Legge, B. F. Bowers and H. Bur- 
ner Anderson. The search for the bul- 
lets was exhaustive and finally one 
was found. It had entered the right 
side of the head at the junction of the 
frontal and temporal bones. It pene- 
trated both lobes of the 
brain and 


striking on the other side of the skull 
rebounded and lodged in the left lobe 
of the brain. 


The search for the 
other 
bullet 


proved unavailing, but its course was 
defined by the physicians. It entered 
at the region of the left clavicle, then 
took a downward, backward and out- 
ward course, and lodged in the thor- 
acic cavity. This ball severed the jug- 
ular vein in its passage. 


The bullet that struck 
Goodwin's 


hand was found beside his body, going 
entirely through it 


Both of the bullets recovered 
are 


in the possession of Coroner C. F. 
Legge. The one passing through the 
side of the skull 
is badly foatter«»ii- 


while the one found with the body is 
well preserved. 


OPERATION NECESSARY. 


It was decided Wednesday afternoon 


at 2 o'clock that an operation would 
be necessary to save Mr. John Mark- 
er, the molder, who was shot by an 
unknown foreigner Tuesday night. 


Dr. Price performed the operation 


while Dr. YA~. C. Rank administered the 
anaesthetic. Coroner Legge and an 
Advocate reporter were at the operat- 
ing table and before the anesthetic 
was administered the 
Advocate ob- 


tained from Mr Marker the following 
statement:

Rule Was Upheld. 


•Cincinnati, O., Oct. 18—Rule 37 per- 


taining to 
the purchase 
of minor 


league players against which a protest 
had been filed by Barney Dreyfus, of 
the Phtsburg National League club, 
was upheld in a decision of the Na- 
tional baseball cominisison. Dreyfus 
claimed that the rule was in violation 
of 
the constitution of the National 


League, and that it should have 
in- 


cluded drafted players. It is held by 
the commission that the rule could not 
be made to apply to drafted players 
who are provided for in the National 
agreement, which agreement is super- 
ior to the constitution of either league. 
In case of any conflict between the 
agreement and other league constitu- 
tion, the latter should be so amended 
as to comply with the National agree- 
ment.

ter's room in the Neil house, after For 
aker's re-election to the senate, Mr 
Herrick told him that Foraker would 
never again be elected to the senate 
Mr. Wagenha's says that Mr. Herrick 
in the same conversation, stated thai 
he had inspired the articles agams;
